The Court held the Fulton 
amendment to the old Constitu- 
tion was not in effect at the time 
of the new State Constitution's

Real Progress Made 
At Tattnall Prison 


When the State decided to clean up and mod- 

ernize the State Prison back in 1943, it launched 

7 an extensive building program at Tattnall. Pri- 

marily it needed homes for guards, so that prison officials wouldn't 

have to live in jail with the inmates. It also needed guard towers 

and a new fence around the prison, and it needed new buildings for 

the prison farm. Gov. Arnall and the Legislature’s Finance Commit- 

tees agreed to make available all the money it took to construct these 

buildings. War-time shortages of materials retarded construction 
there as it did elsewhere. 

The 1947 Legislature will be told next week that this extensive 
building program is near completion. In his annual report to the 
General Assembly, State Director of Corrections Charles Williams 
Says that with the exception of the completion of seven staff houses 
(four of which are under construction and three not yet started), the 
large program initiated in 1943 is finished. 

“In summary,” reports Williams, “we have completed 28 of the 
proposed 35 staff houses; five’ duplex houses, one dairy barn (100 
stanchion), five guards’ towers, a new fence encircling the prison 
compound, an up-to-date poultry project, a patrol barracks in front 
of the main institution, and approximately 21: other construction 
projects:of smaller dimension.” 

(In addition to the construction program, the State has made a 
start toward segregating juveniles from adult prisoners by estab- 
lishing an honor camp at Rome. It also has sent mental cases to 
Milledgeville Hospital, and tubercular patients to Battey Hospital.

To Old Prison Camps 


Reading a news story in Monday’s Constitu- 
: tion, written by our M. L. St. John, and describing 
a surprise visit made on the Laurens County Pub- 
lic Works Camp, from which complaints as to conditions had been 
received, recalled a week of unannounced inspections of such camps. 
That week was spent when I was the capitol reporter for this paper. 
I went with a special committee from the State Legislature. We trav- 
eled in a car belonging to one member of the Committee and we 
tried, at least, not to let authorities at any camp know, in advance, 
when we were coming. We visited more than a dozen camps, mostly 
in South Georgia and found conditions that varied between overly 
comfortable to awful. 

There had been complaints about the camps then. Rumors spoke 
of brutal goings on at some camps. So the Legislature named this 
special committee to investigate, with the proviso that no advance 
statement be made as to when it would make the trip, that none save 
the members of the party—all sworn to secrecy—should know the 
itinerary. 

It was a year or two after the late Gov. Hardwick had, by guber- 
natorial proclamation, forbidden further use of the whip for the 
punishment or disciplining of convicts. Prior to that proclamation, 
the whip had been standard equipment at many camps. 

Then complaints began to come in that the new punishments de- 
vised by some wardens, to replace the whip, were far worse than 
most floggings.

in the mountains where fond parents send their children for the 
Summer at high weekly fees. 

That county operated under a one-man commissioner. He was an 
expert agriculturalist and he operated the county farm with the con- 
victs, but required only four or five hours of wofk a day from any of 
them. They raised all their own food and a substantial surplus which, 
sold, paid all costs of the camp and showed a profit for the county. 
Practically all the prisoners were trusties, they went into town to a 
movie in the evening as the customary habit, their friends visited 
them whenever they wished and, all in all, the prisoners there lived 
a life of easy comfort. 

(I asked the Prison Commission, if I was ever so unfortunate as 
to be sentenced to a Georgia prison, to please send me to that 


county.) 

The Stocks Some other camps were tough, however. Some of 
the punishments were reminiscent of the torture 

chambers of the Inquisition. 

One of the favorite devices was “the stocks.” 

You are familiar with pictures of “‘the stocks,” an arrangement 
of two boards, with circular holes for wrists and ankles of the pris- 
oner. Fastened thus, the victim cannot move. Some Georgia wardens 
added to the fiendishness of the device by making the prisoner sit on 
the narrow edge of an upended board. The strain on the legs was 
nothing short of fearful. And, if you would imagine agony, think 
of sitting on such a one-inch edge, in the hot Georgia sunshine, 
unable to scratch any spot that itched and unable to defend your- 
self against all sorts of insect pests. 

Another trick was a wooden cell, too low to permit the man in- 
side to stand upright, too small to permit him to lie down in comfort. 
That was torture, locked inside, also on a hot day, for hours at a time. 

° . At one camp they made each prisoner wear 
Weight of Chains a length of chain wrapped around his waist, 
with links added for each infraction of rules. This was intended to 
serve as a weight handicap, in event the prisoner tried to run away. 

Our investigation resulted in stricter regulations to prevent in- 
human punishments in the camps. 

One truth we discovered, however. That is, there is a natural 
trend of the best behaved prisoners to the most humane and best-run 
camps, while the toughies, the incorrigibles, tend to land in the 
camps run by hard-boiled, hard-fisted, tough wardens. This because, 
when a prisoner tries to escape or otherwise shows he doesn’t appre- 
ciate the good treatment he gets at a good, easy camp, he has to be 
sent to another camp. For the easy-going warden won't accept bad 
actors. The tough wardens, on the other hand, don’t care how tough 
a prisoner may think he is. They are confident they can handle the 
toughest. And, in most cases, they can. 

Prison is not a pleasant place. It is not so intended. But, to a 
large extent, the prisoner receives the kind of treatment he invites.

: The penal reform program worked to- 
Industry, Farming ward developing Tattnall’s industries so 
that inmates could be taught a trade which would help rehabilitate 
them, and which would also make it possible for the State Prison 
to manufacture items needed by its own inmates and prisoners 
in other camps over the State. While more time had been devoted 
to the farm than to industry heretofore, the new program intro- 
duced more scientific farming methods and equipment in an effort 
to get better production per acre. Thus, a program was outlined 
to have the agricultural and industrial plants at Tattnall lower the 
cost of keeping prisoners and also train the prisoners for post- 
prison jobs. 

Industrial development has been delayed because of the war- 
time shortages. But Williams reports the following during the past 
fiscal year: the tag plant manutactured all necessary tags for the 
motor vehicle division; the concrete plant manufactured all neces- 
sary concrete blocks for use in building guard towers, guards’ homes, 
and other prison projects; the mattress factory made it unnecessary 
for Tattnall to purchase mattresses or pillows from outside sources: 
the garment factory, operated entirely by the women inmates, manu- 
factured $37,030 worth of garments—making $4,343 worth of men’s 
trousers, which were sold to county public works camps, and 
making all the wearing apparel for use at the State institution (pro- 
duction increased $21,684 over that of 1945). 

Agriculturally, Williams reported that farm units produced 
$72,758 more than during the previous fiscal year, and that more 
land was put into cultivation. There also was an increase in in- 
ventory, particularly an increase in livestock. 

“The prison industries and prison farm operations have been 
carried on economically, even with much higher existing prices and 
higher salaries being paid to employees, than in previous years,” 


the Director concluded.

Polar Explorers 


ABOARD USS MT. OLYMPUS, 
In the Ice Pack, Jan. 7—A)— 
Search for nine missing Navy air- 
men who disappeared more than a 
week ago in the icy Antarctic 
wastes will continue despite two 
unsuccessful efforts to find them. 

This was announced Monday 
by Adm. Richard Cruzen, head of 
the Antarctic Expedition. He 
disclosed that a nine-hour search 
covering 11,100 square miles had 
failed to find any trace of the 
missing PBM Mariner or its crew.
